The sweet sounds of jazz will be 
wafting from the UC Theater on Feb. 
23 as the first ever LSUS Jazz Festi- 
val takes place. The LSUS Jazz 
Band, led by Allen Swilley, will 
sponsor the event. 

The lineup will include four high 
school jazz bands from around the 
Ark-La-Tex, including Byrd High 
School, Hallsville (Texas) High and 
El Dorado (Arkansas) High. 

“We have a small (lineup) this 
year,...but hopefully next year the 
word will get out, and we'll pick up 
some more,” said Swilley. 

The Bossier Parish Community 
College Jazz Band, led by Michael 
Hart, was also expected to appear at 
the festival but had to drop out earli- 
er this week. 

“We would have loved to attend, 
but scheduling conflicts prevented us 
from doing so,” said Hart. 

Each school will be given a 30- 
Minute time slot to perform, with the 
LSUS Jazz Band performing last. 
Before and after their performances, 
the bands will have the opportunity 
to hear each other’s music, which ac- 
cording to Swilley, does not happen 
often. 

“A lot of them don’t ever get to 
hear the other high school jazz 
bands. And it will give us a chance to 
play for them (too),” said Swilley. 

The Jazz Festival will give LSUS 
an opportunity to show the school to 
possible recruits, as well, Swilley 
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Members of the LSUS Jazz Band perform on the UC Port stage last 
semester. This semester’s ensemble will debut on campus on Feb. 23 for the 


first LSUS Jazz Festival. 


At the conclusion of the con- 
cert, the attending high schools will 
receive information about LSUS and 
will be given a short tour of the cam- 
pus. 

“This is an idea that I had to bring 
high school kids on campus,” said 
Swilley. “And there’s a possibility 
that some of them might be coming 


this way.” 

As of now, the LSUS Jazz Band is 
playing with 10 members, leaving 
several spots to be filled. Swilley 
said he would like to have 15, but 
they are playing around this prob- 
lem. 

“The music we’re playing now is 
more of a combo style, which is a

small group,...(but) if we ever get to 
15, we'll be able to play some of the 
better charts and the big band, 
swing-era stuff,” said Swilley. As for 
their present play list, Swilley said 
they play tunes from Count Basie, 
Duke Ellington and other similar- 
sized bands. 

Despite their limited capabilities, 
members of the LSUS Jazz Band are 
just happy that it exists. 

“Just the scholarship alone pays 
for books during the semester. If 
you’re not taking out any student 
loans, and if you’re relying on other 
grants, it makes a big difference,” 
said Allen Griffin, junior psychology 
major and trombone player for the 
LSUS band. 

And regarding the festival, Griffin 
is looking forward to it. “It’s the first 
time we've done it, so we’re appre- 
hensive about it,’ he said, “but you 
expect this to be the one festival you 
learn from, adapt each year, and 
hopefully, over a period of time, you 
can bring in more and more schools.” 

Despite a few minor setbacks, 
Swilley has high hopes for the festi- 
val’s future. 

“} plan on making it a yearly 
thing,” said Swilley “I use this as a 
means of getting out to the schools, 
and my focus right now is to let peo- 
ple around Shreveport and Bossier 
know that we have a jazz program 
out here.”

LSUS student government needs student citizens

At last week’s SGA meeting, Mike Fer- 
rell, vice chancellor for business affairs, took 
the time to drop in and introduce himself. 
Ferrell was in the first graduating class at 
LSUS and was hired a few years later in 
1977. He regaled the SGA with a few anec- 
dotes about students making a difference on 
campus over the years. 

Although a story about getting a paved 
parking lot might not seem too exciting, the 
step was essential. Consider sloshing to your 
car through a muddy field in last Tuesday’s 
downpour. 

LSUS is never static. The things that are 
essential to the university change over time. 
Paved parking was just one step. Once that 
step was taken, another necessity appeared. 
Ferrell said that the work of just two students 
got the ball rolling on the construction of the 
University Center. 

The point is this: a few students can make 
a big change on the campus. The best way to 
accomplish anything is by joining the Stu- 
dent Government Association. 

Applications to run for office were posted 
outside the SGA office on the second floor of 
the UC last week. Any student who wants to 
leave LSUS better off than when he or she 
started should run. 

Right now, the SGA is depleted. Only 13 
of 24 seats on the senate are filled and of 
those 13 senators, several are frequently ab- 
sent from the meetings. The result is that a 
large part of your fees—$16,900 per year— 
is controlled by a dozen people. Because so 
few appear at weekly SGA meetings, a sena- 
tor would need less than a half-dozen votes 
to pass legislation. Moreover, not all colleges

are equally represented. The College of 
Business has no senators. 

The SGA is in a dilemma. A dozen stu- 
dents should not be making decisions that af- 
fect 4,000. But without a full senate, the 
SGA has a diminished ability to make deci- 
sions. 

This situation is not the SGA’s fault. In 
fact, the SGA represents a handful of stu- 
dents who do want to see a positive change 
made on the campus. More student participa- 
tion—more senators, more contested races— 
would make the SGA more powerful and 
better able to carry out its mission of work- 
ing on behalf of the student body. 

I encourage any student to run for either a 
senatorial seat—especially someone from 
the College of Business—or an executive po- 
sition—president or vice president. Chances 
are that if you merely run for a senate seat 
you will win. 

The flip side of this coin is that students 
should be more aware of the SGA. Pay atten- 
tion to those who do run when open cam- 
paigning begins in March. Know who the 
senators and executives are so that you can 
approach them. 

Following the Mardi Gras break, the Al- 
magest will begin covering the SGA cam- 
paigns. I hope that this newspaper will 
become a resource for students to learn about 
their future SGA members and for the SGA 
members to reach out to more students. 

Student government is not a sham, and it 
is not something to be ignored. The power 
and responsibility of SGA officers is too 
great to be obscured by student apathy or ig- 
norance. That students can take an active role 
in the development of this campus is reason 
enough to get up and get involved.

LSUS actors lacking roles

Time and money are the main reasons for 
the recent shortage of plays at LSUS. 

Grant money is key to the success of play 
production. “Without grant money, things 
seem to come to a halt,” said Mary Jarzabek, 
instructor of communications. The shortage 
of plays last year sponsored by LSUS proves 
getting grant money is not an easy task. 

“We can do the plays without grant mon- 
ey, but it does help,” said Robert Alford, as- 
sistant professor of communications. The 
department needs money to pay for things 
such as the set, costumes and crew members. 

Jarzabek said, “We don’t want to charge 
exorbitant prices for tickets. That’s not what 
we’re about.” 

The communications department is work- 
ing hard to produce more plays, but the 
process of applying for grants is a long and 
slow one. “Things have been busy,” said 
Jarzabek. 

Alford and Jarzabek are the only two fac- 
ulty in charge of organizing and producing 
plays for LSUS. Since Jarzabek is involved 
with the debate team also, play productions 
rely heavily on Alford. 

“The main thing we need help with is pub- 
licity,” said Alford. “People interested in 
helping can distribute flyers, call people or 


come up with new ideas.”

>| ing off. Alford says the 
} communications depart- 
ment is likely to have 
two, or even three, plays 
this year. 

“For the first time in 
several years, we have 
two grants in one year,” said Alford. 

There is also a problem with location dur- 
ing play production. A grant from the Board 
of Regents a few years ago paid for a tempo- 
rary theater on the third floor of Bronson 
Hall. That temporary theatre is now the 
LSUS News studio room. 

“A problem is getting use of the UC The- 
atre.” said Alford. “Because it’s a multi-use 
facility, it’s almost always booked.” To pro- 
duce a play, the department would need the 
theatre for an entire two weeks for both re- 
hearsals and shows. 

Alford says he and Larry Anderson, the 
dean of liberal arts, are writing a grant to 
fund a new theatre for LSUS plays. “We’re 
working on creating a new black-box the- 
atre,’ Alford said. The new theatre will be 
the size of two classrooms and located on the 
first floor of Bronson Hall.

Student enrollment down at LSUS 

If classes seem a little less crowded, the wait in line at the 
Port faster and the struggle for parking lessened, then you 
have noticed the decline in student enrollment at LSUS. In 
fact, since spring 2006, enrollment at LSUS has declined by 
214 students. 

“We're down in numbers for a couple of reasons,” said 
Mickey Diez, registrar. 

According to Diez, increased admission standards are one 
factor, but he cited an important external factor. 

“Schools are affected when the economy and overall sta- 
tus of the state are down, which it is,” he said. 

As aremedy, LSUS is hot in pursuit, taking recruiting and 
retention to the next level in high hopes to bring new stu- 
dents to campus. Campus tours give incoming freshman, 
prospective and transfer students an opportunity to see what 
LSUS offers. 

“Steps are being made to be competitive with scholar- 
ships,” he said. He also said there will be more competition 
to attract first-time freshman. 


“It’s about beating the competition,” Diez said.

Construction still causing 
problems for LSUS students

Construction on Youree 
Drive is not even close to be- 
ing finished, and new con- 
struction is ‘popping up 
everyday. 

Construction for a new 
drainage’ system has begun 
on Southfield Road and 
Kings Highway. Construc- 
tion of a new Super Wal- 
Mart has started to affect 
Shreveport-Barksdale High- 
way. Bridge construction on 
Shreveport-Barksdale High- 
way continues, as well. 

To help ease some of the 
traffic strain, the Department 
of Transportation has as- 


signed an off-duty police of-’ 


ficer to certain sites between 
lla.m. and 1p.m., then again 
at 4 p.m. until 6 p.m. While 
the Shreveport Police De- 
partment says there have not 
been many accidents due to 
the construction, there have 
been numerous complaints 
from motorists and business- 
es alike. 

Karen Durham, the owner 
of Kitchen Works located at 


the intersection of Southfield 
Road and Youree Drive, is 
just one of the business own- 
ers affected. According to 
Durham, area businesses had 
no warning of the new con- 
struction that started. 

“Before, you could go by 
way of Southfield to get 
here”, she said, but now that 
is just as much a hassle. - 

She also claims that the 
side streets are hard to ma- 
neuver, because that is where 
the workers park their vehi- 
cles. 

_ As for the effect the con- 
struction has on her business, 
Durham said, “It hasn’t de- 
stroyed it, but it hasn’t 
helped it.” Each day her 
business gets calls from cus- 
tomers who say they will not 
brave the construction to 
shop there. “It’s terrible,” she 
said. 

The construction also af- 
fects students. Those having 
to travel down Youree Drive 
or Kings Highway for class- 
es see the construction as a 
major hassle. Bus drivers 
have an even harder time 


keeping their passengers 
safe, and college students 
find it hard to get to class on 
time. 

Mardi Gras celebrations 
also have ‘to contend with 
construction. The main route 
for the Krewe of Centaur 
runs down  Shreveport- 
Barksdale Highway, but 
bridge construction did not 
slow down the parades last 
year. Construction barrels 
and equipment were moved 
to make room for parade go- 
ers and the parade floats. 

So how much longer will 
motorists.and business own- 
ers suffer through the con- 
struction? Jim Hollier, the 
project engineer for the 
Youree Drive construction, 
said that he expects his proj- 
ect “to be finished in Octo- 
ber.” 

The Super Wal-Mart is set 
to be finished at the end of 
July, and Steve Christner, the 
project engineer for the 
Shreveport-Barksdale bridge 
construction, said that proj- 
ect completion should come 
“by the end of this year.”

‘Hannibal’ tells gory story

The infamous Hannibal 
Lecter is back in this prequel 
to “Silence of the Lambs.” 
This film tells the story of 
the young Hannibal and how 
he became the cannibalistic 
convict we all know and 
love. The movie starts out in 
Lithuania near the end of 
World War II. While he and 
his sister are hiding, they are 
approached by Russian sol- 
diers who make Hannibal 
commit the worst transgres- 
sion imaginable. 

French actor Gaspard UI- 
liel, playing the young Han- 
nibal, creeped me out with 
his sociopathic speech and 
his facial expressions. Every 
time he spoke to someone | 
was scared for that person 
because I knew someone was 
about to be tortured and eat- 
en. 

Li Gong (“Miami Vice,” 
“Memoirs of a Geisha”), 
Kevin McKidd (“Dog Sol- 
diers,” “Kingdom of Heav- 
en”) and Rhys Ifan (“Notting 
Hill”) co-star in this sus- 
pense-thriller, and, for the 
most part, their acting was 
good. 

Gong plays Hannibal’s 
aunt who practices the an- 
cient ways of the samurai 
which Hannibal latches onto 


and adds to his deadly arse- 
nal. Gong has such a strong 
grasp of the profession: of 
acting; she is amazing to 
watch on screen. McKidd 
plays a minor role in this 
film, but his character is of 
vast importance to Hannibal 
in order to find out the se- 
crets about his past. McKidd 
is one of my favorite actors 
of British horror films, but in 
this movie he shows he has 
what it takes to be a serious 
actor because of his ability to 
convey serious emotions 
through dialect and facial ex- 
pressions. 

Ifan portrays the ring 
leader of the Russian sol- 
diers who perpetrate the 
crimes against Hannibal 
when he was a child. He was 
the perfect bad guy. He has 
the qualities to rank up there 
with Hannibal himself, and 
the way the man acted was 
sinister and evil. It was in- 
credible to watch the chem- 
istry between Hannibal and 
Ifan. 

The plot of this film was 
interesting but nothing to 
make an audience cheer 
about. It simply told the sto- 
ry of a cannibal—only with a 
gory and sadistic side. It nev- 
er kept me guessing; it sim- 
ply made me wonder how 
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Hannibal was going to kill 
his next victim and made me 
“ooh” and “ah” at how he did 
it because the special effects 
were so well done. 

The makeup artistry was 
amazing; the effects were 
not the over-used CGI ef- 
fects that are in most films 
with blood and gore today; 
they were the good old-fash- 
ioned corn syrup with food 
coloring and mangled skin 
made with plastic and liquid 
latex. 

The relatively new feature 
film director Peter Webber 
displayed his abilities to con- 
vey emotions and suspense 
through cinematography and 
acting. 

His camera usage and 
scene dynamics made the sit- 
uations seem so real that I 
found myself clinching my 
chair. When the actors found 
themselves in compromising 
situations, I could feel what 
they were going through and 
sympathize with them. Web- 
ber has a lot of potential and 
is capitalizing on it. 

“Hannibal Rising” is a see 
it now or wait for DVD. Be- 
cause it is driven by story 
and substance, it doesn’t 
have to be seen on the silver 
screen to make an impres- 
sion.
